Act aggressively without getting into a position 
below its eye level. If it does attack, fight it with all your 
strength. 

Cougars are most active from dusk until dawn when they hunt 
for food. Male cougars mark their territories by scratching and 
piling dirt in a mound.

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Welcome, and Welcome Back 

I am pleased to welcome you to a new academic year, whether 
you are just beginning your studies or your employment at UVic, 
or returning to campus from summer activities. This is a year of 
particular change on campus, with a new vice-president aca¬ 
demic, six new deans, 11 new chairs, directors and other admin¬ 
istrators, and 25 new faculty members and 17 other employees, 
along with many sessional lecturers and others holding term 
positions. 

The start of the new academic year is an exhilarating and busy 
time for all of us, bringing a sense of renewal and energy and 
excitement. UVic for many years has been a year-round opera¬ 
tion and the summer is a period of intense activity in many areas. 
It is for faculty members a precious time of research and writing 
and of preparation of new lectures and courses, for students a 
chance to further their studies in UVic’s busy summer term, for 
staff a time to plan for the winter session and improve and 
maintain our campus and buildings. The summer is a particularly 
demanding time for the administrative registrar’s office, with a 
record number of applicants and more students registering than 
ever before, and for Student and Ancillary Services, preparing for 
the increasingly comprehensive Orientation Week and other new 
programs and services. I take this opportunity to thank all of you 
who make so many special efforts. 

UVic occupies a special situation within the broader context 
of Canadian universities, beyond our recent number one rankings 
by Maclean’s magazine. While we are feeling the fiscal pinch of 
the provincial government’s freeze on our operating grant, most 
Canadian universities are reeling under severe cuts to theirs. 

While student applications across Canada are on the decline, 
-UVic applications continue to rise. While students in other parts 
of Canada are dropping out or assuming heavy debt loads 
because of sharp fee increases, UVic tuition fees remain the 
lowest among comparable universities outside Quebec. 

While there seems to be a worrisome lack of concern about 
universities among other Canadian governments, the experience 
with our provincial government throughout the ’90s has been 
more positive. During the recent provincial election both the 
government and the opposition campaigned on platforms which 
identified university education as top priority which must be 
protected, and so far we have cause for optimism-ielatively 
speaking. Statements from both the premier and the leader of the 
opposition recently have indicated that they intend to fulfil those 
commitments. That is not to say, however, that we don’t face 
financial challenges in the coming year. The government’s freeze 
on our two main sources of revenue, government grants and 
tuition fees, when paired with rising costs and increasing 
enrollments, will test our ability to keep providing more with less 
while maintaining the standards of excellence which the people 
of B.C. have come to expect of UVic. 

Despite the budget, our draft strategic plan has identified 
much that can be done with limited resources. This plan, a 
blueprint for UVic’s next decade, has been developed by a 
diverse group of faculty, staff and students during nearly two 
years of discussion and consultation, both on and off campus. It 
includes 21 recommendations for initiatives in nine major areas, 
many of which can be implemented immediately without 
significant new costs. A final draft is now being rewritten for 
presentation to the University Senate and Board of Governors for 
their consideration during the fall semester. 

Although the strategic plan will be valuable in our longer-term 
thinking, the life and texture of UVic are determined by our 
many day to day activities-teaching and learning, research, 
study, discussion, debate, sports, theatre. I wish you 
a successful and happy time at UVic, and 
I look forward to meeting and 
working with you during the 
coming year. Welcome, and 
Welcome back.

New databases available on 
greatly expanded gateway

D uring the summer, UVic 
Libraries’ Gateway to 
Internet information 
was vastly expanded. The 
Libraries’ gateway now includes 
27 major databases, printing 
capabilities, and remote access 
from campus or home comput¬ 
ers at http://gateway.uvic.ca. 

Users can connect to many of 
the Libraries’ own databases— 
previously only accessible from 
CD ROM workstations—as well 
as databases shared by members 
of the B.C. Electronic Library 
Network and the Council of 
Prairie and Pacific University 
Libraries. 

The new databases include 
WorldCat, a major library 
catalogue containing more than 
27 million bibliographic records 
of books, computer data files, 
computer programs, films, 
journals, magazines, manu¬ 


scripts, maps, musical scores, 
newspapers, slides, sound 
recordings and videotapes in all 
disciplines. Updated daily, it 
represents the holdings of 
approximately 12,000 libraries 
worldwide. There is also access 
to 26 new journal databases 
covering a wide variety of 
disciplines and including 
abstracts of journal articles and, 
in some cases, the full texts of 
articles. 

Access to all the gateway 
databases is available on public- 
access computers in the Librar¬ 
ies. Newly added capabilities 
enable users to print or 
download their searches to 
Libraries printers using Vend 
photocopier cards, or they can 
send their searches to their email 
addresses. 

Because of licensing agree¬ 
ments, network access to the 


journal index databases and 
WorldCat from outside the 
library is limited to UVic 
students, faculty, and staff. To 
make a remote connection from 
off campus, one must dial-in 
through Netlink and have Telnet 
client software available on 
one’s computer. Technical 
information about remote access 
is available from the UVic 
Computer Help Desk (721- 
7687). Help on using the 
databases is available from the 
Libraries’ Reference Information 
Desk (721-8274). Those coming 
to the gateway from outside 
Internet providers (e.g., 
IslandNet, CoastNet, Victoria 
Freenet) will still be able to 
access unrestricted databases 
such as the online catalogues of 
the McPherson Library, Curricu¬ 
lum Laboratory and Priestly Law 
Library. 


Fine arts offers new course online 

Technological transformations in the past decade represent an exponential leap over the rate of change in 
society over previous decades. 

Responding to these technological changes and challenges, UVic’s fine arts faculty is offering, for the 
first time, FA 245 SOI, The Arts and Technology: 1. This course is about technology, how it works, how it 
works with art, and how it becomes art. It will focus on the issues that emergent technologies raise for the 
artist and those concerned about art. For more information, cheek out the site on the Word Wide Web at 
URL:http://kafka.uvic.ca/242/. 

Another new course, being offered online as well as in the classroom, will eventually become a means 
through which individuals in other countries will learn more about Canadian culture, expects Dean of 
Fine Arts Anthony Welch. Students can learn about Canada’s arts and key Canadian cultural issues online 
via the World Wide Web (FA or ACAN 225 Y02), or in the classroom (FA/AC AN 225 YOl). Students in 
the online course will be able to communicate with their instructor over electronic mail and can use an 
electronic listserve for discussion of issues. As part of their curriculum, students will take ‘virtual field 
trips’, visiting the web sites of Canadian arts organizations such as the CBC and National Film Board.

A n unoccupied house 
with plenty of dark 
comers and unguarded 
doorways is the perfect training 
ground for police officers testing 
their self-preservation skills 
during a simulated raid. Life-size 
cut-outs take the place of gun- 


toting criminals, and the officer’s 
armed response to the targets 
when they snap to attention is the 
only indication of whether the 
officer “survived” the exercise.

and through contact with the 
Victoria Fish and Game Protec¬ 
tive Association met UVic 
alumnus Len Mar, P. Eng (BEng 
’92). Mar knew the fastest route 
to technological improvement 
was often through the students 
and faculty in the Department of 
Mechanical Engineering. Last 
year, he approached Dr. Meyer 
Nahon with the challenge of 
creating a better training system 
for the police. The result won 
1996 engineering graduates Ian 
Bekker, Mark Morrison and 
Ryan Smith third place in this 
year’s Canadian Students in 
Mechanical Engineering compe¬ 
tition. 

The system the students 
developed provides police with a 
more realistic training experi¬ 
ence. The targets can be pro¬ 
grammed to pop up at angles and 
to display two different coloured 
sides (representing targets to be 
shot or spared). A more advanced 
wireless system, operated by a 
laptop computer, can incorporate 
motion and ballistic sensor 
systems that calculate the 
officer’s skill in stealth and 
shooting accuracy. If an officer’s 
entrance is rated as sub-standard, 
more targets pop up. 

Most existing target systems 
are static and must be physically 
disassembled to give officers a 
variety of scenarios. The UVic 
system can incorporate up to 16 
targets in linked sequences of 
four and can be programmed 
differently for each officer’s 
training session. 

Although the Saanich Police 
were delighted with the system 
when it was first demonstrated, 
fiscal restraint forced them to 


select an already existing system 
before the project was com¬ 
pleted. 

“We just don’t have the 
budget to finance research and 
development,” says Constable 
Ross Poulton, while admitting a 
preference for the UVic system. 
“Most target systems are 
permanently installed. The idea 
of having a portable, changeable 
system that you can set up and 
then use for training is unique.” 

But Saanich Police haven’t 
given up hope. The project has 
been passed back to Mar who 
hopes to develop it through the 
Sidney-based company, ASA 
Automation Systems. He has 
applied for research funding 
through the Canadian Police 
Research Centre (CPRC), a 
subsidiary of the National 
Research Council (NRC). 

“The NRC worked with the 
RCMP and the police chiefs of 
Canada to create the CPRC 
because it realized the require¬ 
ments of the police were quite 
specialized and often didn’t fit 
the regular criteria for research 
under the NRC,” says Mar. “We 
want to do a market study of 
North American police forces to 
see if there would be a strong 
enough interest in our system for 
us to develop the operating 
software.” 

Mar describes the target 
system as “intelligent” and is 
hopeful other police forces will 
be as enthusiastic about the 
system as the Saanich Police. 

“Our system is more realis¬ 
tic,” says Mar. “We’re trying to 
re-create a real-life situation 
because we want the good guys 
to win.” 
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CSRS awards 
fellowships 

T he Centre for Studies in 
Religion and Society 
(CSRS) has announced 
two faculty fellowships for the 
period July-December 1996. Dr. 
Radhika Desai (Political Science) 
is examining the rise of religious 
fundamentalism in India with the 
emerging popularity of the B JP 
(Indian People’s Party). The BJP 
challenges the secular basis of 
Indian democracy, politics and 
society as traditionally fostered by 
the Congress Party, which 
controlled Indian politics from 
independence until the election in 
April 1996. She will write two 
essays that focus on BJP’s 
challenge to India’s secularism 
and its attempts to create a new 
Hindu hegemony. The essays will 
form part of a book on the politics 
of the BJP. 

“There is growing interest in 
this subject not just in India, but 
around the world, as western 
thinkers worry that with its intense 
chauvinism, the BJP opposes 
globalization. Also, the Congress 
Party has essentially been re¬ 
moved from power and has a dim 
possibility of being rejuvenated. 

In the present volatile situation, 
many see the BJP’s religious 
politics as destrucitve,” says 
Desai. 

Dr. Kathryn Kerby-Fulton 
(English) will examine the official 
attempts to repress religious 
literature in late medieval England 
and Anglo-Ireland and what 
effects this repression had on the 
literary writers of the period. She 
will study three types of reformist 
religious literature—prophetic, 
polemical and visionary—which 
began to come under suspicion 
during the latter part of the 14th 
century by medieval ecclesiastical 
and political authorities. This 
period is notorious for its political 
and ecclesiastical upheavals. 

“Church and political authori¬ 
ties were more worried about the 
publication of controversial or 
reformist ideas based on religious 
experience than almost anything 
else,” says Kerby-Fulton, who was 
a recipient of the 1996 UVic 
Alumni Association Excellence in 
Teaching Awards.

Lonergan and Coward 
honoured by Royal Society 


Society praises research on 
global environmental change 


Drs. Steve Lonergan (Geogra¬ 
phy) and Harold Coward 
(Centre for Studies in Religion 
and Society) have brought 
“national and international 
recognition to the quality of 
Canadian scholarship and the 
University of Victoria and to the 
quality of Canadian research,” 
says Jeffrey Watson, executive 
director of the Canadian Global 
Change Program (CGCP) of the 
Royal Society of Canada. In a 
letter to President David Strong, 
Watson praises the two for their 
national and international 
contributions to global environ¬ 
mental change research. 

Lonergan, writes Watson, 
has distinguished himself by 
assuming the lead in developing 
an international project on 
global environmental change 
and human security through the 
Canadian national committee 
for the International Human 
Dimensions of Global Environ¬ 
mental Change Program 
(IHDP). With headquarters in 
Geneva, the IHDP co-ordinates 
international research on global 
change. The role of the Cana¬ 
dian national committee is to 


influence and shape the interna¬ 
tional agenda and distil it down 
to the national level. 

Coward is a member of the 
CGCP board and on the 
editorial advisory committee for 
Canada and the State of the 
Planet, the nation’s first 
concise, annual report providing 
a Canadian perspective on 
global change—what is happen¬ 
ing in the world, why and what 
it means for Canada. He was 
also instrumental in launching 
the Canadian national commit¬ 
tee for the IHDP. 

“We at the Royal Society of 
Canada’s Global Change 
Program are honoured to be 
associated with these efforts,” 
writes Watson, who also praised 
the University’s senior manage¬ 
ment for creating an environ¬ 
ment that contributes to the 
work of researchers like 
Lonergan and Coward.

“The creation of this position 
recognizes the long-term 
commitment of the Faculty to 
research and graduate studies 
and the growing need for our 
members to profile their involve¬ 
ment in these areas,” says Dr. 
Brace Howe, Dean of the 
Faculty. “Dr Riecken’s appoint¬ 
ment offers us a new opportunity 
to develop this focus further. 
With my history of activity in 
graduate work at the University, 

I am delighted that the develop¬ 
ment coincides with my assum¬ 
ing the Dean’s role.” 

“I see my role as a 
facilitator—talking with people 
to learn of their goals and 
exploring with them what 
support my office can lend 
them,” says Riecken. He’ll work 
to identify sources of research 
funding and help faculty mem¬ 
bers and graduate students 
secure support for their work. 


“Part of my job is also to 
foster the development of a 
research culture,” Riecken 
explains. “There’s been a 
realignment of teacher education 
in the province. In the past five 
years we’ve gone from three 
institutions offering teacher 
education—UVic, SFU and 
UBC—to eight, including the 
university-colleges. For us as a 
faculty operating within a 
university environment, one of 
the features that distinguishes us 
from the university-colleges is 
our involvement in research and 
graduate studies. To support and 
enhance this involvement, the 
Faculty has created this position 

as part of its overall restractur-

ing. 

The Faculty of Education 
serves approximately 500 full¬ 
time and part-time graduate 
students and is increasingly 
involved in international link¬ 
ages, including an active ex¬ 
change program with Khon 
Kanh University in Thailand.
